commodities^ he sells.. 


"As business has expanded and 


become 
mare complex and labor 
costs lave ia.creased, there is a very 
irreat demand for "so-called" auto- 
matic machines of all kinds. This 
is especially true in the weight and 
measures fie?d. Nearly 
all indus- 
tries musfc depend on their weights 
and .measure* for their very exist- 
ence. 
"The atrtsonvatic computing scale 


has now almost completely replac- 
ed the old stjyle beam scale. 
Auto- 
matic -iabrici measuring machines 
are replacing'-the old style counter 
tacks, yard sticks, and tape meas- 
ures. 
Airtomatic dxal scales are replac-

The latest large scale 
wireless 
feat, performed by 
engineers of 


the Radio Corporation pf America 
several days ago in the presence of 
General J. G. Harbord, president of 
the company, is illustrated here. 


Speeding back and forth between 


New York and Warsaw, 4,200 miles 
apart, wireless impulses continued 
for 25 seconds* after being 
first 


flashed from the New York sta- 
tion, and travelled 4,500,000 miles 
in all before dying down. 


The "inside" of the 'freak test 


was explained by P. A. Winterbot- 
tom, traffic manager of the Radio 
Corporation. 


In brief, the method of the "end- 


less loop" was this: 


After 
preliminary 
experiments, 


the operator at the New York sta- 
tion of the corporation pressed his 
key for a "dot." By a series of am- 
plifiers, 
acting 
almost 
instantly, 


the impulse was transmitted to the 
trans-oceanic sending 
station an- 


tenna at Eocky Point, Long Island 
and hurled across to the. Warsaw 
receiving station. 


From there the impulse was au- 


tomatically transmitted by relays 
ten miles distant to the 
sending 


station, and shot back again to the 
New York receiving office, thence 
to Rocky Point again. 


So for 25 seconds the wireless 


waves chased themselves 
between 


the stations with the-speed of light, 
which is 186,000 miles per second. 


When the New York operator cut 


it, with the Wlarsaw station auto- 
matically closed, he got 
his_ own 


signal back before ho lifted his fin- 
ger from the key. 


Tho impulse, in its laps around 


the course, passed through 25 vac- 
uum tubes,' and ten relays each 
time, and changed its wave length 


eighty times, first a feeble 
wire 


line current, then a mighty electri- 
cal wave, and then, as the current 
weakened, a feeble impulse again. 


The. 
picture illustrates the rela- 


tive positions of the- stations, al- 
though the distances are not as in- 
dicated on the map. Tho receiving 
and sending stations on each side 
are separated and are connected by 
relaying wires and apparatus. The 
two near Warsaw 
are ten •• miles 


apart and those near New York, 70 
miles. 


A written record of the "game" 


is told visually by the paper tape 
of a recording machine which was 
introduced into the. circuit at the 
New York terminal. The original 
impulse, that which was formed by 
"tripping" the New York relay, is 
shown at the extreme left. 
Each 


time the signal passed this point, 
the needle responded.

Why the Prices of Hard Coal 


Are High 


ESPONS1BILITY for high prices 
paid by consumers of anthracite 


coal is placed very largely upon the 
shouJders of operators in the long await- 
ed report of the United States Coal Com- 
mission "on investments and profits -in 
the anthracite industry," made public 
at Washington. 


This report states that for a mimber 


of years the cost of this- fuel has been go- 
ing up for three reasons, which it thus 
states: 


1. There has been a year-to-year in- 


crease in operators' net profits, net in- 
comes, dividends paid and surpluses 
created. 


2. That the "value" of coal properties 


has been inflated to the extent of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars, while the 
available store of coal has been decreased. 


There has been speculation in idle coal 


lands at the expense of the consumer. 


The Coal Commission charges that 


during the last ten years certain coal 
companies have been taking annual .prof- 
its ranging as high as 139 per cent and 
upwards on investments. 


In 1913, it is stated, the combined value 


cf anthracite producing properties was 
$226,000,000 greater than 30 years earl- 
ier, while in the meanwhile the properties 
had been depleted of one-third of their 
fuel. 


A further increase of value estimated 


at $300,000,000 has been added to the 
operators' books since 1913, it has been 
reported by engineers employed by the 
Coal Commission. 


* * * 


npHE most significant.finding of the 
&. Commission is that operators' prof- 
its in 1923 were larger than during the 
peak of war-time inflation. 


From January to March of this year 


three-fourths of all coal mined and sold 
carried an operators' profit averaging $1 
a ton. Practically half of the fuel dis- 
tributed carried a~n operator profit of 
§1.25 a ton, and more than 13 per cent 
took a profit of $1.25 or more. Included 
in the latter classification were profits as 
large as ?3.00 and over a ton. 


Contrasting these profits with those 


of 1913, the Coal Commission states that 
in the latter year the average ton profit 
was 44 cents. By 1917 it had jumped to 
54 cents, then dropped to 41 cents in 
1918, advanced to 61 cents in 1919, and 
has been moving up steadily ever since, 
until the average profit to operators of 
al[ coal sold in the first quarter of this 
year was ?1.18. 


Distribution at the present time, ac- 


cording to the Commission, is at-a higher 
rate of profit, but it states that it lacks 
data to determine the exact sum. 


So-called 
railroad 
companies 
are 


charged by the Commission with taking 
larger profits than the independent com- 
, panies. 
Companies controlled by the 


Pennsylvania and Delaware and Hudson 
in 1921 earned a return of 45.7 per cent 
on their entire investment. The Lehigh's 
propei'ties earned a profit of 30 per cent 
on investment. 


When the Lackawanna las,t year dis- 


posed of its Glen Aider, properties it 
"watered" its stock in the sum of $60,- 
000,000, the Commission declares. 


"Little money was invested at this 


time," says the Commission's report, 
and the chief evidence of value was a 
promise made by the owners in their ca- 
pacity of stockholders of the coal compa- 
nies to pay 960,000,000 to themselves in 
their capacity of stockholders of the rail- 
road company. 'In these circumstances 
the transaction does not disguise the fact 
that book values have appreciated with- 
out investment of new money." 


•K" 
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S indicating the effect of this infla- 
tion of investment, the Coal Com- 


mission relates that in 1913 the combined 
profits of all railroad coal companies was 
$16,039,000, a sum sufficient to pay "ex- 
orbitant" dividends, while in 1922 the 
combined profits were ,$30,246,000. It is 
predicted that the profits for 1923 will 
be several million dollars greater than 
the 1922 return. 


Stating the case another way, the Cont- 


sylvania's coal companies paid dividends 
mission declares that in 1913 the Penn- 
of 40 per cent and that its ton profit was 
44 cents. 


In 1922 the dividend had grown to 168 


per cent of investment, while the ton 
profit averaged $2.75. 


In the 10-year period from 1913 to 


1922 the Pennsylvania company paid 
dividends that averaged slightly in ex- 
cess of 71 per cent per year on total in- 
vestment. 


The Lackawanna, according to the 


Commission, dwarfed the profits of the 
Pennsylvania. Its average annual divi- 
dend was 104 per cent on investment, 
and its ton profit in 1922 is said to have 
been $6.69. In 1921 the declared, divi- 
dend was 205 per cent, and in 1922 it was 
190 per cent. 


All these dividend figures are exclu- 


sive of stock dividends, which aggregated 
many millions t)f dollars and have since 
participated in regular dividends, says 
the Coal Commission. 


The amount of increment in market 


value of lands is a matter "deserving 
careful consideration, not only with re- 
spect to anthracite, but also with respect 
to bituminous coal;" declares the Com- 
mission. 


It then says that "if this increase in 


market value is to continue indefinitely 
piling up carrying charges to be added 
to current prices, an intolerable burden 
will be laid on the consumers." 


Taxes and interest on coal not to be 


mined within 40 days are , not, in the 
opinion of the Commission, properly 
chargeable to present operations, as is 
now being done. It adds that specula- 
tion in land should not be confused with 
coal mining. - 


Congress is urged by the Coal Commis- 


sion to take immediate steps to correct 
uneconomic conditions pointed out in its 
findings, expressing apprehension that 
"the concentrated control of the industry 
may take indefensible profits". 


Meanwhile, the only protection vouch- 


safed the public is a hint to resort to the 
use of substitutes for anthracite. 


The commission does not believe it is 


feasible to regulate anthracite profits, be- 
lieving that there are constitutional ob- 
jections to that plan. 


It is suggested, however, that "search- 


ing publicity" of operators' profits and 
dividends and other pertinent facts re- 
lating to coal mining will act as a neces-- 
sary restraint upon "greed". 


It is recommended that congress pro- 


vide machinery that will constantly keep 
before the public all phases of the oper- 
ators' 'business, in the confident belief 
that pivblic opinion will compel the oper- 
ators to reduce their net ton profits, with 
a corresponding dimunition of dividends, 
surplus and investment values. 


It is conceded that operators' expenses 


have increased during the year, labor's 
charge being one of the greatest items. 
This means, the commission says, that 
the level of preceding years may never 
again be reached. 


It emphatically declares, however, that 


existing cost to the consumer is inordin- 
ately large, and should be reduced so far 
as a fair profit to operators will make 
.that possible.

Some Truth About 


Some Twaddle 


-By Herbert Quick 


Louis Marshall, at the great Citizenship con- 


ference-, made a splendid plea for good-citizen- 
ship and drew a strong indictment of the or- 
ganized attack on the 
Constitution of 
the 


United States by the organized violators of 
the ISth amendment. 


Tho rich, who are the chief violators of the 


laws against booze selling and booze buying 
are of the class who are always holding up the 
Constitution for adoration when it serves their 
selfish purposes. When it comes to hodch, how- 
over, their motto is, "What's the Constitution 
between friends?" and between drinks. 


Mr. Marshall was right in telling these peo- 


ple that they can't have it both ways. If the 
Constitution is sacred when it protects prop- 
erty, it is sacred when it prohibits booze. 


.But when he came to his praise of the Con- 


stitution itself he said things which were very 
absurd. It is such a great instrument, he said, 
as to be almost divine. 


Now this is awful rot. If it had been divine 


•we' should not have had so much throuble 
with it. 


The Constitution of the United States was 


in the beginning a very capably drawn com- 
promise by which 12 of the 13 states were 
able to agree—for a while. It kept the states 
together and 
permitted them 
to grow—and 


that was a fine function. 


But it was so far from perfect that it had to 


be amended 10 times as soon as congress could 
meet under it. Then within three years an- 
other blunder was found in it, and it had to 
be amended to keep citizens of one state, from 
starting lawsuits against other states and thus 
bringing about such a condition as to bleak 
nt> the harmonious development of the coun- 
try. 


Within 10 years it was found that the ma- 


chinery for the election of president and vice 
president was perfectly silly, and it had to be 
amended again. 


Then we got along with the plan for GO years. 


The "divine" Constitution had had to straddle 
on slavery, It made negroes property, but al- 
lowed their owners three-fourths of a vote for 
every one of them. 


So under 
this 
instrument 
so 
fulsomely 


praised, we had a war which was the greatest 
civil war ever known, and amended the Con- 
stitution to abolish slavery. We amended" it 
again in 1868; and again in 1870. And lately 
we have been amending it every little, while. 


It is not- "divine." It is not perfect. It js just 


a good attempt at giving a growing people a 
basic law which works most of the time. 


To call it perfect -is a dangerous thing. It 


sets up a fetish to worship. The Constitution 
is our law, and must be" obeyed as it stands. 
But in this rapidly developing era of change, 
it will probably have to be amended over ana 
over again, and no doctrine of "divinity" ought 
to stand between the Constitution and criticism.
